Health Group Recommends 
Tests 'When You Feel Fine'

During the first three 
month.^of this year, 1580 peo­ 
ple walked into a 'department 
of health to be screened for 
diabetes. None of them had 
any reason to think they had 
diabetes. They had responded 
to an intensive "come and be 
tested" campaign.

The tests found 70 people 
with diabetes, five people 
with not-quite-right s u g a r 
metabolism who might be­ 
come diabetic in time, 16 bor­ 
derline cases who should be 
regularly checked, and 35 
with abnormal findings whose 
illness has not yet been pos­ 
itively diagnosed. Altogether, 
126 peoplo had something 
wrong in just one area of 
health and didn't know it.

Most people wait until they 
have some alarming symptom 
before going to a doctor. Its

Needless Worry

Mrs. C. can't get a job as a 
waitress when it is known 
that she has been in a TB hos­ 
pital. Mr. W. moved with his 
wife and four young children 
to a new neighborhood where 
no one would know that he 
had had tuberculosis. Joan T., 
aged 1T>, has beon warned by 
her family not to mention her 
previous TB to the neigbors 
or to her school friends.

These are real cases. Many 
people feel that they would 
suffer If people knew that 
they had had TB. Yet the TB 
patient who has been treated 
until he is non-infectious is 
perfectly safe to have around, 
as long as he continues his 
treatment to make sure of no 
relapse. A patient who has 
been discharged from a TB 
hospital or has been told by 
his private doctor that he is 
inactive cannot infect any­ 
body else.

Mrs. C, Mr. W., and Joan 
are not the ones to worry 
about. The real danger of TB 
infection comes from those 
people who have active di­ 
sease and are not getting 
treatment lor it. Some of 
these do not know they have 
active disease. Others know 
but won't stay in the hospital 
long enough .to get over the 
infectious stage. Baby sitters, 
teachers, parents and grand­ 
parents may harbor infection 
unknown to themselves and 
pass their infection on to 
children,, perhaps the most 
pathetic victims.

Protect your family. Get a 
yearly TB check-up tuber­ 
culin test or chest X-ray.
